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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1, 6-8, 12 and 30-37 are pending. 

2. Enclosed please find a copy of the signed PTO 1449 filed October 6, 2006. The information 
disclosure statement filed October 6, 2006 has been considered and the blast results (sequence 
alignment) have been crossed out because the sequence alignment is not appropriated to be 
printed on the issued patent. 

3. The rejection of claims 1, 7, 12, 30, 32, 34, and 36 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement has been obviated by applicants' argument 
filed April 11,2008. 

4. The rejection of claims 1, 6-8, 12, and 26-37 on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-4 of U.S. Patent No. 7,1 19,177 has been 
obviated by applicants' filing of terminal disclaimer on April 11, 2008. 

5. The rejection of claims 1, 6-8, and 12 on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1,11 and 104-108 of copending Application 
No. 1 1/537,382 is hereby withdrawn pursuant to MPEP § 804(I)(B)(1). 

6. Claims 1, 6-8, 12 and 30-37 are allowed.
